Purpose of the Conference on Psychological Warfare is: To focus public 
attention upon the resistance to Soviet Communist control by peoples now 
enslaved by its regimes, in the Soviet Union and satellite lands; to make 
known the potential power of this resistance, to discuss ways and means 
whereby all such resistance movements may be increased and made more 
effective, including methods of unconventional warfare; to present definite 
plans of action to aid the oppressed victims of communist tyranny to the 
end that they may at the proper time overthrow the communist regimes and be 
l3.berated to establish free (and democratic) governments, based on the right 
of self-determination, and to establish a continuing organization to carry 
out the aims and programs developed in the conference.
